DiSSASE QERMS IN MILK. 



Ii« Killed b7 
the FInld. 

Tbe slmpleet way to paateurlae milk Is 

to place it first in clean bottles. Then 
pot the bottles into a largo kettle or 
other metal reccptacla Pour cold water 
into the kettle until the water reaches 
tbe level of tbe milk in the bottles. 
Now close the month of «aoh bottle 
with a plug of dean white ootton fiber. 
Heat the kettle and contents to 15B de- 
grees F. Then remove from the fire and 
cover the whole affair anngly with a 
woolen oloth to keep from cooling at 
once. Leave half an boor, then take ont 
the bottles and keep them in running 
water oar in any ooolphm^ leaTlngtliein 
still stopped with the plug <A OOtton. 

The flexible wooden stoppers used 
with Bome kinds of patent glass jars 
would answer in place of cotton, the 
tibjeot being to exclude air, dust and 
genus. Be oareful not to heat above 156 
degrees^ or the milk will not taste quite 
right In practice it will be found a 
good idea to make easier the circulation 
of the hot water by placing a wire 
frame an inch or two in height in the 
kettle beneath the bottles. 

Milk oarefnUy treated by the above 
pro c ess may be warranted fkee from 
disease germs, and it will keep sweet 
about 34 hours. Many a milkman could 
got up a fancy trade at advanceil prices 
on milk treated in thisi way. for ship- 
ping milk long distances none of tbe 
methods, except by icing, has been yet 
Buflloientlj tested to be reoommended.

an aggregate of 40,873,984 acres planted, 

there haa been abandoned or cut up for 
fodder in round nuiubora 15,500,000, or 
38 per cent. The statistician estimatcB 
this abandoned area to amount to about 
20 per cent, of the entire acreage planted 
in the United States. The average con- 
dition of com in Kentucky is placed at 
84.2 per cent. 

"The indiiationa are that there will not 
be a large crop of wheat sown this fall; 
the rains came too late to prepare the 
land? for j)lowln;,', and the very low 
price has discouraged tlie farmer from 
planting a large crop. Some are substi- 
tuting barley and others rye. Very 
much of tlie present crop is being fed to 
hogi, which will be a vast saTing to the 
coin crop. I have awlied the correspond- 
ents' this inontli as to the average yield 
per acre this year. Tlie average is placed 
at 14.5 bushels, and all agree that the 
quality is superior, and ia placed at 96 
percent! 

"The rye crop of the largest producing 
Statea ahowi a very fair crop. Tho indi- 
cations are ihat there will be a larger 
crop raised in Kentucky next year than 
usual. The crop has been ao email that 
it lias been diflicnlt tn^'et a very accurate 
report. The average yield per acre is 
placed at 14.3 bushels. Tho quality of I ^ 
the grain is placed at 01 per cent. j wraps. 

"The average yield per acre of oats is 
placed at 22.7 bushels. The average 
quality is placed ot 87 per cent. The 
Governmeut' Statistician says "that as 
this is the last report on the condition of 
this crop for tho present season, It may 
be taken as indicating a crop considera- 
bly below tho average." 

"The average yield per acre for barley 
is 24.2 buahola. There will bo a larger 
acreage of barley aown thia t^k than 
usual. 

"The early crop of potatoea made a 

fair yield in most localities, but the late 
crop very much reduces the average. 
The average condition of the crop on 
October let is 70.3 per cent. 

"The money from the sale of hogs is 
more generally distributed among the 
farmers than that of any other class of 
atock. I have, therefore, tried to get as 
full a report from all over the State as 
possible as to the amount being fed this 
fall. 'From all reports there will be a 
shortage of 15.7 per cent.
